FLAVORANTS FOR SMOKING COMPOSITIONS 

USSN 333829 filed 23 December 1981; no US Action to date 

Inventors - B. Semp, J. Swain, and D. Wu 

Abstract - This invention provides a cooked flavorant product which is adapted for 
incorporation into smoking compositions. The flavorant is produced by a process 
which involves the condensation of single cell protein hydrolysate ond a reducing 
sugar. 


Projected Value of the Invention - This alternative to the earlier cooked flavor 
processes provides an outlet for the Company's by-products: brewer's yeast and 
biomass from denitration. Commercialization is problematicali 

Related Patents and Applications - U.S. 4,306,577 and USSN 235456 of Wu and 
Swain concerning cooked flavors utilizing separated amino acids. 

Recommendation - Applications were filed on the above two cases ip (first cose) 
Argentina*, Australia*, Ecuador, Mexico, Nigeria, the Philippines*, and 
Venezuela*; and (second) those marked * plus Brazil, Belgium, France, 
Netherlands , Switzerland , the UK, and West Germany . PME suggests adding Italy 
to the list. We would propose a more selective filing in six or eight countries, such 
as those underlined (via EPO).
